King 
Peter, throughout the presentations, was 
extremely grave, he did not speak a 
word and did not smile, but simply shook 
hands with those who were presented 
to him. The introductions were followed 
by the traditional picturesque ceremony 
of the offering of bread and salt by the 
Mayor of Belgrade. 

A profession was then formed, and 
the King proceeded to the cathedral. 
The streets were lined with troops and 
crowded with people, who had been 
pouring into Belgrade- fi i the prov- 
inces during the lust day or two. 

The cathedral was crowded when the 
sound of cheering signalled the ap- 
proach of King Peter. At a word of 
command, the people greeted the King 
with loud cheers, 

On leaving the ciiflieflrnl, the King's 
procession moved to the new palace, 
which is situated only a few paces from 
tiie old palace, the scene of 'he assas- 
sinations in the state ball room, Uie 
members of t'he government presented 
him with an address. When he had 
finished greeting the deputies, the King 
left the room amid renewed cheers from 
its occupants, and ascended to his apart- 
ment::. 

Outside the palace, n vast crowd had 
by that time collected, and shouted for 
the King, who, however, did not appeal 
and the crowd gradually left. There 
was an entire absence of disturbance. 
The whole town was given over to- re- 
joicings. 

It is learned at the State Department 
that United States Minister Jackson has 
left Belgrade on Ids return to Athens, 
to which capital he is also accredited. 
His course will he in line with that 
adopted by the dip] ntic representa- 
tives of Greal I '.!■]' t :i iii.

They 
point out that they have conceded the

liery management should also make the 
simple concession asked for iu regard 
to the price of coal. 

The price sdggested to be paid for 
"stringers" is also in dispute, but very 
few of the miners are inclined to light 
Very strenuously on that point. 

\ majority of the Ladysmith miners 
declare emphatically tonight that they 
are ready, to go to work at once if Mr. 
Dunsinuir will grant exactly the same 
terms on which they came out. 

Residents of Ladysmith are very 
hopeful of an immediate settlement, ow- 
ing to the very trilling nature of the 
points remaining iu dispute.

CANADIAN BANKS. 

A correspondent <>f the Montreal Star 
coirtribntes a very striking letter to that 
paper on the relations "between the 
Canadian business pul>li<- ami the Cana- 
dian- hanks. The Canadian banks have 
an nveragq active circulation of !>•>->.- 
IU>.<KKi, which is n free loan on the part 
of die public to the banks. They have 
also deposits amounting to ijW4S.dS7.00O 
against which they are not reguir 
hold any reserifta

are, therefore, corporations placed by 
law in a peculiarly favorable position, 
having $400,000,000 of money to operate 
with in addition to their capital. This 
correspondent goes on to show that a 
large amount of this money is not used 
in Canada, but in the United States. 
They have on call loans in the United 
States .$40, 1(52,000, and in all 'Canada 
only $45,200,000. In railway and other 
bonds they have $34,812,000. Of these, 
tiiis correspondent says at least ninety 
per cent, are American bunds. Of Do- 
minion and Provincial debentures they 
only hold $0,771,000, and $14.4S7,IK>0 iu 
Canadian, British, and foreign municipal 
securities. At the same time he alleges 
that commercial houses in Canada are 
charged a high rate. (5 or. 7 per cent., 
as compared with I or 5 per cent, on 
good commercial paper in Boston or New- 
York. The gravamen of his accusation 
is easily inferred from those statements. 
It. is that the Canadian banks employ a 
considerable proportion of their funds 
abroad, in order that they may create 
an artificial scarcity of money at home, 
and thus lie able to charge higher rates 
of interest upon the remainder. "There 
is probably," he goes on to say, "uo oth- 
er country in the world in which such 
freedom is allowed to the banks, as to 
investments, as in Canada. The cause 
of this was due originally tn the fact 
that so few local securities were avail- 
able for investment purposes. But with 
the growth of the country and its de- 
velopment there has been a large crea- 
tion of securities, the stability of w flick 
is quite raiual to many of those offered 
in other markets. The time has now 
come when some restriction in respect 
to our banks' investments might reason- 
ably be imposed on the banks in the in- 
terests of Canada. Our own securities 
are plentiful and gilt-edged." lie goes 
on to make much more serious accusa- 
tions than that, In the effect that the 
Canadian banks alter their financial 
policy at the caprice of bank managers 
who themselves speculate, and benefit 
by a sudden rise or fall in slocks. Thai 
we do not for a moment believe. There 
are always men injured by every squeeze 
in the money market, who blame the 
-hanks for the result of their own in- 
sensate folly, if a hull account is open- 
ed in a certain st 

from soy iiO to To. and if tile banks 
loan an ever-increasing amount on tile 
stock without any limit, an inverted 
pyramid of speculation would be form- 
ed iv.'tli the hunk's money, bound to top- 
ple over ami destroy somebody, The 
hanks must slop somewhere, and the 
blame, if any. thai rests upon them is 
lor going ton far, rather than for stop- 
ping too soon. People may syy that tiie 
hanks have precipitated a crisis from 



Canadian goods out of the United 
States, and of crippling Canadian 
export trade, ■ at least if it was 
not constructed for that purpose, 
that was one of its incidental ends. The 
effect upon Canada was to kill every 
desire for reciprocity with the United 
■States, and to stiffen our independence 
of that country both economic and poli- 
tical. Tho result has not been at all 
unsatisfactory to Canada, and now we 
ifind that the desire for reciprocity is en- 
tirely confined to the south of the Boun- 
dary line. We certainly import a large 
amount of goods from the United States. 
Bui if we were to put up a Dingley tariff 
of our own against those goods, would 
not the United States immediately say: 
j "Don't shoot— we'll come down!" It is 
I one thing to attack Canada, and a dif- 
ferent thing entirely to attack Great 
Britain. But it is idle to say that what 
if Canada had not defended herself, 
would have ruined her, has not injured 
Great Britain, who has not defended 
herself. And when an opportunity of 
successful defence, leading to freer and 
fairer trade, is presented as it would 
be presented by tilt- Empire's showing a 
united front, it is pure madness if that' 
opportunity is not accepted. 

THE BAJIK COLONY. 

The Burr Colony, which was a nine 
days' wonder in Canada, and was receiv- 
ed with the good-humored toleration al- 
ways extended in this country to the 
eccentricities of tenderfeet, has become 
the subject of much discussion in Croat 
Britain, Into this discussion Mr. W. T. 
1!. Preston has pluuged, justifying the 
statement that he possesses none of 
that fear supposed to be present in 
angels, and absent from fools. The ef- 
| feet of his interference has been to 
"bey identify the Canadian government with 
the Bnrr colony and its utterly dis- 
credited clerical promoter. The Cana- 
dian government. as represented by Mr. 
Preston, has been read a very caustic 
lesson by several Kuglish newspapers, as 
to its share of responsibility for the 
wildcat enterprise of the Rev. Mr. Barr. 
A correspondent of the Journal of Com- 
merce says. "I would like to impress 
upon. Mr. Preston that emigration is a 
very delicate business, which, though it 
may thrive if carefully fostered, cannot 
be forced. The sooner, therefore, that 
the Canadian government dissociate 
themselves from schemes of the Barr 
genus and allow the sell lenient of Can- 
ada to proceed on natural lines, and

A Colonist, reporter yesterday after- 
noon called upon Mr. Frank Kermode, 
assistant curator in the provincial mu- 
seum, in respect to tho statement appear- 
ing in the Colonist yesterday morning 
from its Nanaimo correspondent, to the 
effect that no effort had been made to 
secure for the museum u specimen of 
the new .jirnwii discovered by Prof. 
Jordan at Nanaimo harbor. Mr. Ker- 
mode was indignant at Un; suggestion 
! that any laxity hud been sbr- vn by of- 
ficials of this department in the matter, 
j He explained that he had gone to Na- 
naimo with the party of Dnited States 
I scientists us the guest of Prof. Jordan, 
i and witnessed the pulling in of the nets 
! at the time of the discovery of these rare 
specimens of prawns. The latter will be 
required to lie carefully examined by 
scientists before their proper place in the 
piscatorial world can be placed, and 
when that has been done ,thc museum 
will be 'forwarded specimens properly 
ticketed. Mr. Kermode also takes ex- 
ception to the statement that "bushels 
of the rare specimens were thrown over- 
hoard." He thinks the suggested spec- 
tacle of the discarding by scientists of 
rare specimens of the liiuiy tribe is too 
monstrous to he believed by anybody. 

Mr. Kermode handed the Colonist re- 
porter the following notes made by 
Prof. Jordan, of the work of the Alba- 
tross in Nanaimo harbor: 

The Albatross litis dredged in Nanai- 
mo bay at a depth of about 40 fathoms 
anil more. It has dredged the halibut 
hank opposite St. 'Mary's mission in 12 
to 30 fathoms and in the Straits of 
Georgia, between, at a depth of 250 
fathoms, or more than a quarter of a 
mile. The life was scanty In all these 
localities'. On tho halibut hanks was 
found a complete mass j)f sponges, with 
prawns in their cavities. The halibut 
doubtless feed on these prawns. Three 
new specimens of 'Cubes were found, one 
on the halibut bank, the other in deep 
water. Neither is large enough to be 
of value ns food. The following species 
of lishes have been taken about Nanaimo 
bay by the Albatross; 

I. Shore Fishes. — Oncorliynchus Ki- 
sutch, the silver salmon; chimaera col- 
liei, rat-fish; squalus eucklin. dog-fish; 
ovithopsetta sordidn, left-handed iloun- 
der; lipidopsetta biliueata, rough floun- 
der; sevitstodes melanops, dark brown 
rock-fish; gastemtens cntophructus, 
stickle-back ; nmmodytos persountus, 
sand lance. 

II. In Moderate Water. — (Dredged ir. 
2o to 50 fathoms). Rajn finoculato. 
barn door skate; taramlicludt rys fllamen- 
tosus, taraiulichitrys tennis, rndulmus 
asprellus. malncocottus zorurns, rham- 
phocottus richardsorie (all these are 
seulpins), sebastodes dlploproa, subasto- 
des (new species; these two tire red 
rock cod), xenerctums tuacanthus, the 
sea poacher; roilqilitUS jordani, the ron- 
quilj lyopsetta exilis, the weak floun- 
der. 

III. Deep Sea Fishes.— (Dredged in 
'Jut) da thorns. Bathyagonus nigripinnis, 
the black-lin sea poacher; paroliparis, 
new species, the water sen snail; furci- 
m a mis diiipteru, fork-tinned wolf eel; 
uinlacocattua (new species), a soft- 
lindies sculpin. 

The collection of invertebrates, 
shrimps, prawns, sea urchins, stnr-fish, 
soa worms, lamp shells, etc., is very con- 
siderable and valuable, including numer- 
ous rare forms some of them perhaps 
new tvi science.

STRJUCK S'FNKEN WRECK. 

French Steamer Lost and Five of Crew 
Drowned. 

"News c'unes from the Orient in advic- 
es received yesterday, of the wreck of 
the French trading steamer Paul Dim- 
mer. The vessel started from Hong 
kong for Kwongchau-wan on May -7, 
and collided with a sunken wreck when 
between Pak Leah and White Rocks, 
Lardone Islands. Great confusion reign- 
ed amongst the Chinese immediately the 
collision occurred, and they endeavored 
in 110 way to give assistance. Many of 
them collected as much of their bag- 
gage as thev could anil leaped into the 
first boat lowered. The result was that 
the craft .was swamped and although 
efforts were made to save those strug- 
gling in tlie water five oul of the num- 
ber were drowned.
